N my firſt Letter of Warning, I have given you ſome Ac- 
count from the ſacred Revelation of St. John, of the coming 
in of Popery, and of the ſecond dreadful Wo, and heavy 
Judgment of God that is certainly now at hand; and alfo 
of the third dreadful Wo that cometh ſoon after it ; and likewiſe 
when the End of this World is like to be. And that all the Church 
r Chriſt, and all his faithful Servants may know when Popery is 
like to prevail over the Proteſtant Church, and when this ſecond 
dreadful Wo is at hand, our Saviour hath declared by St. Fobn, 
Rev. 11. 3. That he would give power to his two Witneſſes, and 
that they ſhould propheſie and give Warning of the coming in of 
Popery, and of this dreadful Judgment, 1260 Days before Popery 
ſhould prevail over his Church, as I have there ſhewed.

Tron fignifies the Popiſh Kings and Princes and their Temporal 
Power, and the other Kingdoms of the Roman Empire; and the 


Clay ſigniſies the Popes and their Popiſh Eccleſiaſtical Power.

have been. And the Church of Chriſt will in the end deſtroy 
and ſwallow up the Popiſh Empire, and Popiſh Kingdoms, and 
the other Kingdoms of the Roman Empire; That is, God will 
deſtroy them in theſe two Woes that are to come, and give them 
to be poſſeſſed by his Church and Servants. And ſaith the Pro- 
phet Daniel farther in the repetition of his Dream, ver.

was the Iron, the Clay, the Braſs, the Silver, and the Gold broken to 
pieces together, and became like the chaff of the Summer threſuing floors, 
and the wind carried them away," that no place was found for, them. : 


And the Stone that [mote the Image became a great Mountain, and 


filled the whole earth. The Iron here ſignifies the Roman Empire, 
and the Kingdoms into which it was after divided; the. Clay ſig- 


nifies the Popiſh Ecclefiaftical Empire; the Braſs the Grecian 
Empire; the Silver the Perſan; and the Gold ſignifies the Baby- 


lonian Empire. And theſe we ſec. ſhall all be broken to pieces to- 
gether, and be carried away like chaff by the Wind. All the

ever. This may have ſome reſpe& to the firſt planting of the 
Goſpel; but it ſeems to me chiefly to reſpec this great juncture of 
time, when-God, will ira ta6.Kingdom and Supreme Power on 
Earth to his Church, and deliver it from all Antichriftian Princes 
and Governors. Here we ſee that this Kingdom ſhall break in 
pieces all the former Kingdoms and Empires: That is, For the 
wickedneſs of theſe Kingdoms, that would not be reformed; 
and for the ſake of his Church and Servants, God will deſtroy all 
theſe Kingdoms, and give the Power of them to his Church. 
And this Kingdom ef the Chriſtian, Church, and the Dominion 
- thereof ſhall not paſs from the Chriſtians to other People, as the 
former Monarchies paſſed from one to another; but it ſhall en- 


dure to the World's end. Theſe words, For ever, here, ſigniſie 


to the end of the World, as it ſeems plain by this Text and elſe- 


where. And of our Saviour's Kingdom here upon Earth ſaith the 


Prophet Dæniel, relating his Viſion and Dream; Das, 7. 14. 
And there was given bim Dominion and Glory, and a Kingdom, that 
all People, Nations, and Languages ſhould ſerye bim: his Dominion. is 
an everlaſting Dominion, which ſhall net paſs away, and his Kingdoms. 
Ter ES | that 
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vaſt Army, and are like to be 
laſt day. Theſe Nations have had but lictle benefit of the Light of 
the Goſpel in theſe later times. And therefore it is fit and reaſon- 
able that they ſhould have the benefit of it in the peaceful and 
+ quiet time during the Millennium, when the Light of the Goſpel is 
| ike to be ſet up, and to ſhine ans throughout all the Do- 
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tat which ſual not be deftroged. Accordi ng © this repreſentation 
to Daniel, all People and Nations are to ſerve: our bleſſed Lord, 
no ap here like the Son of Man, and ſo called himſelf 
when he was here upon Earth: all People and Nations are to 
ſerve him after the final and total Deſtruction of the four Beaſts, 
w hich ſignifie the four great Monarchies. Then all the Nations 


and Countries that belonged to theſe Monarchies will become 


Chriſtian Nations, as it ſeems probable to me ; and many more 
too, as the word, All, ſeems to imply. And an end will chen be 


put to the Mahometan Religion, as I ſuppoſe. And faith the

tions. But yet we muſt not extend theſe places fo far (as I con-

People will become Chriſtians, For, fo far as I ſee, there will 
de many Heathen and Antichriſtian Nations in the utmoſt parts 
of the Earth ſtill.

And after this 
ſecond Wo is paſt, the Proteſtant and true Chriſtian Church is 
like to be extended over a conſiderable part of the Popiſh Empire, 
nd the Light of 1 N is like to ſhine clearly therein. And 
© the, Papiſts and Popiſh Kingdoms, and all other Kingdoins 
and Principalities within the compaſs of the four grand Monar- 
Shies, will not be admoniſhed heartily to embrace the Chriſtian 
Religion, and to repent and reform their ſinſul Lives by this Grand 
and Dreadful judgment of God, and his wonderful Handy- work 
which will be viſible therein; and if they till ſlight the Light of 
the Goſpel which then will to be farther extended to chem, 
and negle& all other means of Mercy which God ſhall offer to 
them; They are all then like to be deſtroyed, and to periſh 
when the third and moſt dreadful Wo of all cometh about the 
year 1826. And if all other Nations in the fartheſt parts of the 
Earth will not be admoniſhed to repent and reform their ſinful 
and wicked Lives by this prodigious Judgment of God at the third 
Wo; and if they will not mind the Light of the Goſpel which is 
like to ſhine ſo clearly throughout the four grand Monarchies; and 
if they will not become Chriſtians and embrace the Goſpel of 
Chriſt; They are all like to be deſtroyed at the laſt Day by the 
Dreadful Fire of God, which will come down upon them about 
the year of Chriſt 3900. Theſe two Woes, and the Fire of God 
at the end of the World are the three grand Judgments that are 
vet to come. And I would willingly do all that I well can to 
warn all Men both now and hereafter of them, that they may 
take a due care that they do not periſh eternally in them.

headed arid put to death | y the Heathen Perſecutors for keeping 
a good Conſcience towards God, and for keeping of his Sacred 
Laws and Commands; And thoſe Perſons which have not wor- 
ſhipped the Beaſt ; that is, which have not worſhipped the Popes 
of Rome, and magnified them like Gods, and obeyed chem be- 
fore Almighty God himſelf, as the Papiſts do: And which have 
not worſhipped this Beaſt's Image; that is, which have not o- 
beyed the "Av ſinful Orders and Authority, or any Commands 
that have had his Authority ſtamped upon them; And which 
yo not received his Mark upon their Forebeadi, or in their Hands ; 
that is, which have not turned Papiſts and profeſſed themlelves 
10 be of the Popiſh Church in ſome publick way and manner, 
but have rather choſen to be put to death, than to do any of 
theſe and ſuch like things; Theſe faithful and valiant Servants of 
God are all like to rife at this firſt Reſurrection, and to Reign 
with Chriſt a thouſand and odd years before the reſt of the Dead 
are like to riſe to life again: For they are not like to riſe again 
till after the thouſand years are ended, as St. Fobr here ſneweth, 
and till the laſt and general Reſurrection about the year 3000. 
All the eminent and pious Servants of God that have been, or 
ſhall be Martyrs, and put to Death in his Cauſe, and all ſuch as 
have expoſed their Lives to death for their ſake, as Daniel and 
the three Ghildren did ; Theſe and ſuch eminent and valiant Soul- 
diers of Chriſt as theſe, are all like to riſe again at this firſt Re- 
ſurrection, and to be made compleatly and eternally happy a 
thouſand and odd years before the Generality of Mankind. As 
their Piety and Service have far exceeded the Piety and Service 
of other Men, ſo ſhall their Reward far exceed that of other 
men; and they will be delivered from their Graves, and have 
their Bodies glorified and tranſlated to Heaven, and be made 
fully and eternally happy a thouſand and odd years before the 
reſt of righteous Men, and be made far more happy than they, 
Theſe are like to be bleſſed and ſacred Perſons, and the ſecond 
Death will have no power over them to touch and hurt them; 
but they will be admitted to a nearer N than other good 
Men, to Almighty God the Fountain of all true Joy and Happi- 
neſs, and be his Prieſts, and Reign with him to all Eternity. 
This St. Jobn declareth here; Rev. 20. 6. Bleſſed and holy is he 
that bath part in the firſt Reſurrection; on ſueb the ſecond Death hath 
ro Power, but they ſhall be Priefts Ld God and of Chrift, and ſhall 


reign _ 
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reign with Vim 8 iboufand 5ears : That is, a thoſind years and up- 
ward before the generality of righteous Men, and to all Eternity. 
Here we have very great Encouragement to ſtick faſt to the Sacred 
Word of God and the Goſpel of Chriſt, in this dark Time of Po- 
pery that is coming upon us. And ſeeing we have ſuch a glorious 
Reward as this ſet before us; Let us mind it and reſolve by God's 
bleſſed help and aſſiſtance to dye Martyrs now in God's Cauſe, ra- 
ther than to turn to the Popiſh Religion, that is ſo flat contrary to 
the Sacred Scriptures; and to worſhip that Beaſt of Rome, which 
thele Sacred Oracles fo much warn us againſt. But 8 
2. Here we lee that ſome are to ariſe at this firſt Reſurrection 
to Shame and everlaſting Contempt. This the Angel plainly de 
clares here; That ſome of thoſe that ſhall awake, that is ariſe 
ſhall ariſe ro Shame and everlaſting Contempt. As the moſt em 
nent of God's Servants ſhall ariſe to everlaſting Life and Happi 
neſs at this firſt Reſurrection; fo ſhall all grand Sinners alſo riſe at 
this 'firft Reſurre&ion to Infernal Damnation. All the grand 
Rebels againſt Almighty God, that have ſhot their Darts againſt 
Heaven, and ſpit their venom againſt his Sacred Throne; And 
all the bloody Perſecutors of his Church and Servants ; and parti- 
cularly all the bloody Popes of Rome, and the bloody and cruel 
Princes and Miniſters of the Rowiſh Church; Theſe are all like 
to riſe at the firſt Reſurrection, and to be doomed Soul and Body 
to the dreadiul Fire of Hell a thouſand and odd years before the 
Teſt of wicked Men. This is clear to me both by this Sacred Book 
of Daniel, and by the Sacred Revelation of St. Foby; This the 
Prophet Daniel ſheweth here, and in his Viſion of the blaſphe- 
mous Horn with Eyes and a Mouth, and that ſpeak ſuch great 
Words, Dan. 7. 17. I beheld ther (ſaith he) becauſe of the Voice of 
the great words which the Horn ſpake ; I bebeld even till the Beaſt 
2pas ſlain, and his body deſtroyed, and given to the burning Flame. 
The Judgment here in the 9. and 10. Verſes, is this Dreadful 
Judgment that is to be executed at the third Wo, and this firſt Re- 
ſurrection, and not the laſt and final Judgment of all; This is 
clear by what follows in this Chapter, becauſe the Kingdom is to 
be given to the Saints after this. And the Prophecies and Pre- 
ditions in this Book ſeem to me to reach no farther than this fiſt 
Reſurrection, and the glorious time of the Church that is to follow 
it. And this prond Horn here, that ſpake ſuch great Words, and 
talked after ſuch an imperious manner, is certainly a Regreſenta- 
tion of the Popes and Remiſh Church, as I have ſhewed. And 
here the Prophet Daniel tells us what was the end of this 
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and blaſphemous Horn, which he ſo curiouſly obſerved, becauſe 


of his proud boaſting, to ſee how matters would go with him, 


and what would become of him in this great and Dreadful Judg- 


ment. And this he tells us was the End of this proud Beaſt, That 
he was deſtroyed, and ſent ſtrait away bodily to Hell. Fire. 2 be- 
beld (ſaith he) even till the Beaſt was ſlain, and bis body deſtroyed, 
and given to the burning Flame, By the Beaſt here, the Prophet 


ſeems to mean this Horn chiefly, which ſignifies the Popes and 


Popiſh Empire. And all the cruel and bloody Popes, and all the 
bloody and perſecuting Emperors, Kings, and Princes, and Mi- 
niſters of the Popiſh Empire, that ſhall be then dead, will all 


certainly riſe again at this firſt Reſurrection, and be doomed Soul 
and Body to the dteadful Fire of Hell: And all of them that ſhall 
be then living, when the third Dreadful Wo cometh, They ſhall 
all be totally deſtroyed, and ſent ſtrait away Bodily to the dread- 


ful Fire of Hell. And here let all good Proteſtants curiouſly and 
diligently obſerve, as the Prophet Daniel did, what will become of 


all the proud Brags and Imperious Talk of the Popes and Popiſh 
Church, of their vain pretences of Infallibility, and being Lords 
over all Chriſt's Church, and of having Power to diſannul his 
Sacred Laws ac their pleaſure. And here we ſee that they are all 


like to be burnt up in the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone: And that 


the Popes themſelves, which pretended ſo much to deliver others 


from Purgatory and Hell, are like to be doomed and ſent Body 
and Soul to the dreadful Fire of Hell the firſt of all Sinners about 
the year 1826, We read indeed of Enoch and Elijah, that they 
are gone already both Soul and Body to Heaven: But I know of no 
one that is gone Soul and Body to Hell, or that will be doomed 


Soul and Body thither before the bloody and mercileſs Popes, and 


Popiſh Princes and Governors, But ſeeing the word, Beaſt, in 
the ſeventh Verſe is put for the Roman Empire at large, it may be 
here extended farther alſo, and comprehend the bloody and per ſe- 
cuting Emperors and Governors of the Pagan Empire. And they 
alſo are like to riſe at this firſt Reſurrection, and to be then con- 
ſigned and given up to infernal Damnation, and the dreadful Fire 
of Hell both Soul and Body. The wicked and ſinſul Remains of 


the Roman Empire, and particularly the Popith Empire is like to 


be totally deſtroyed in a Prodigious manner when the third Dread. 


ful Wo cometh, and then to be Bodily delivered up tothe dread- 


ful Burning Flame, and to be more ſeverely dealt wich than the 
other Empires and Monatchies were; as the Prophet here ſheweth, 
Dan. 7. 12. As concerning the reſt of the Beaſts (ſaich he ) tb bad 
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15 their Dominion taken away; yet their Lives were prolonged for a-[eaſon 
RY and time, As for the Babylonian, the Perſtan, and the Grecia 


Monarchies, that are meant by theſe Beaſts, They- had their Do. 
minion taken away ; but they were not totally deſtroyed, and 
ſent Bodily away in this Dreadful Manner to the infernal Fire of 
Hell, when their Dominion was taken from them: But the Na- 
tions and People of them had their Lives prolonged for a time 
(except thoſe few that periſhed in the Revolutions) and had a 
longer time granted them to repent in. But Rome and the Re-iſh 
Church muſt expect none of this Mercy when their Time is 
come. For notwithſtanding their eau Brags and prodigiou: 
Haughtineſs, they are all like to be deſtroyed when the third We 
cometh; and a great Part of them will then be Doomed Body anc 
Soul to the Lake of Fire at the firſt Reſurrection. And thi: 
St. John farther ſheweth, That their Diſpatch to Hell was ſo quick 
chat they were caſt alive into the Lake of Fire, when they were 
making their laſt r the Proteſtant Church of Chriſt. 
Rev. 19. 19. And I ſaw (ſaith St. 7obn) #be Beaft (that is, the 
Popes and their Eccleſiaſtical Miniſters) and the Kings of the earth. | 
that is, chiefly the Popiſh Kings and Princes) their Armies 
gathered together to make War againſt bim that fat on the horſe, and 
againſt bis Army: That is, againſt our bleſſed Saviour and his 
Church. This ſecond grand Wo, that is now ſhortly to be exe- 
cuted, will not be ſufficient to warn theſe prodigious Sinners and ag 
grand Rebels againſt our bleſſed Lord and his Church, to leave off 
their wicked Attempts, but about the Year 1826. they will again 
go about to deftroy the Proteſtant Church: And how Matters 
will then go with them, St. Jobs here plainly tells us, Rev. 19. 20, 
And the Beaſt was taken (ſaith he) and with him the falſe Pro- 
phet, that wrought miracles before bim, with which he decerved . 
them that had received the mark of the Beaſt, and them that wor- 
ſhipped bis Image. Theſe both were caſt Alive into @ Lake of Fire 
burning with Brimſtone. By the Beaſt here are meant the bloody 
perſecuting Popes and their Eccleſiaſtical Miniſters and Officers, 
And by the falſe Prophet are meant the Popiſh Emperors, Kings, 
and Princes that have aſſiſted them in their bloody Maſſacres 
and Perſecutions; and by their working of Miracles ſeems to be 
meant their bloody Cruelty that they uſe to force Men to be of 
their ſinful Religion by Fire and Faggot and mercileſs Tortures, 
wickedly pretending that they do this for the Good-of the Church 
and Religious Ends, and hereby deceiving their own Party that 
haye received the Mark of the Beaſt, and worſhip may J 
| = 'That. 
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That is, which publickly declare themſelves to be Papiſts, and 
own the Pope to be Head of the Church, and obey his finful 
Authority. And theſe wicked Wretches, both Popes and Popiſh 
Emperors and Princes, and all their wicked Aſſiſtants, are like 
to. be doomed both Soul and Body ſpeedily to the Fire of Hell at 
the third dreadful Wo: And the Execution of this is to be done 
fo ſpeedily, that they were repreſented to St. Jobn, to be caſt Alive 
into the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone. And who can tell, but 
that ſome of them may then be caſt Alive into the Fire of Hell 2 
Theſe are to be caſt into the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone at the 
firſt Reſurre&ion, above a thouſand years before the End of the 
World. And accordingly they are ſaid to be there before, when 
dhe Devil ſhall be caſt into this Lake of Fire at the End of the 
World. Rev. 20. 10. And the Devil that deceived them, ( ſaith 
St. Fob) was caſt into the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone, where tbe 
BZBieaſt and the falſe Prophets are; and they ſhall be tormented day and 
night for ever and ever. Here we lee, that the Beaſt and the falſe 
et will be in this Lake of Fire, before the Devil is caſt in- 
co it, at the laſt day : Becauſe they will be caſt into this Lake of 
Fire at the firſt Reſurrection about the Year 1826, and the 
Devil will be caſt into it at the End of the World, about the 
' Year 3000. All Perſons of the Popiſh Church, that ſhall be 
living when the third Dreadful Wo cometh, are all like to be 
deſtroyed then. But I do not affirm that all Perſons of that 
Church ſhall ariſe at this firſt Reſurre&ion, and be then doomed: 
Soul and Body to the infernal Fire of Hell; But only that the 
grand Sinners of that Church, the bloody and perſecuting Popes, 
Emperors, Kings, and Princes, and their wicked Aſſiſtants ſhall 
then be ſent Bodily to the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone in thts. 
ſpeedy manner. And by parity of Reaſon, we may conclude, 
Thar all other grand and notorious Sinners, that have riſen up. 
in open Rebellon againſt Almighty God, and in a cruel and mer- 
cileſs manner have fought to deſtroy his Church and put his faith- 
ful Servants to Death, ſhall have their Part alſo in this firſt Re- 
ſurrection, and be ſentenced then with their curſed Brethren, 
Soul and Body, to the Infernal Pit of Darkneſs. But Rome and 
the Romiſh Church are the moſt of all pointed at in theſe Sacred 
Oracles, as the Mark of Divine Vengeance. And there is great 
reaſon for it; becauſe This hath been the Theatre' of the moſt 
Prodigious Wickednels and Cruelty that ever was committed in 
the whole World. O ROME! Thou art the grandeſt Mon- 
ſtzr of the whole World; and the whole Eauh could not _ 
| ace 
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duce à Creature that was fierce and bloody enough. to be a fit 
Emblem of Thee; But a Dreadful and Terrible Beaſt with Iron 
Teeth and Nails of Braſs (Dan. J.) ſuch as the Earth never ſaw, 
is formed on purpoſe to repreſent Thee. The Lion, the Bear, 
and the Leopard, . were thought fierce and ſavage enough to 

perſonate the bloody Slaughters that were committed in the three 
firſt Monarchies. But a Dreadful Monſter, ſuch. as Nature ne- 
— enge forth, is here introduced to let the World know be · 
ore · han 
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what a cruel and mercilefs Beaſt thou wert like to be. 
Thy Bloody Crimes and Mercileſs Cruelties do ſo far exceed | 
thoſe of all other Empires and Monarchies, that Sodom, Egypt, 
and Babylon, were all three thought little enough to make up a 
Black Character fit for Thee. And that Poſterity may the leſs 
wonder why Almighty God Cut thee off in this Dreadful Man 
ner, and ſent thee Alive to the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone, ac- 
cording to St. Jabns Viſion ; and gave thy Habitation to be a2 
Den for Devils and foul Spirits, ( Rev. 18. 2.) The ſacred O- 
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racles of God and Hiſtory will inform them, That thy Wick- 
edneſs was Prodigious and Abominable; That all the bloody Tra- 
gedies that have been acted elſewhere upon the Face of the 
whole Earth are but ſinall, when they are compared with thy 
Pagan and Popiſh Perſecutions; And that in thee was found the 
| Blood of Prophets, aud of Saints, and of all that were ſlain upon the 
Zarth, Rev. 18. 24; And that therefore the Righteous God of 
Heaven made thee deſervedly a Monument of his Wrath and 
Fury, to warn all future Ages to take heed of riſing up in open 
Rebellion againſt him, and of putting his faithful Servants to 
death in ſuch a cruel and provoking a manner as thou haſt done. 
Thy Heart (alas!) is too hard to be ſoftned with all my Tears; 
and my Pantings for thee will avail but little: But yet I hope 
that ſome few of thy Members will be admoniſhed by theſe ſevere 
Predictions to leave thy Communion in time, and to take care 
to avoid thy Plagues before it be too late. And thus much for 
_ this firſt Reſurrection, which theſe two great Prophets Daniel 
and St. John have fo clearly foretold. 8 |

This Verſe ſeems here to be added chiefly with reſpect to the

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that are truly wiſe and righteous, that fear God and keep his ſacred 
.ommandments now .at.this time when Michael ſhall Stand Up 
and fight this great Battel with the Dragon ; thoſe that are care- 
ful to avoid all Sin and Wickedneſs, and are reſolved, by God's 
bleſſed Help, to dye before they will turn Papiſts in this dark time 
ol Popery that is coming upon us, and break God's ſacred Laws 
to the contrary: And thoſe that ſhall carry themſelves thus wiſe- 
ly and righteouſly, and ſhall carefully keep the ſacred Laws and 
Commands of Almighty Cod, and not ſuffer themſelves to be 
defiled with Popery in the time of Trouble, when the third grand 
Wo cometh ; Theſe Men ſhall ſhine as the Brighineſs of the Fir- 
mament; They ſhall be greatly honoured and eſteemed and ad- 
sznced, here in this World, if they ſurvive this Wo now at hand, 
Ir that which is to come hereafter; And they ſhall be advanced 
to a higher Degree of Glory and Happineſs than the comnion 
Rank of Mankind in the World to come, and ſhall then out- 
ſhine thoſe that have not undergone ſuch a Trial, in Brightneſs 
and Glory. And thoſe that are not only oy wiſe and righte- 
ous themſelves, and do not only keep themſelves pure from Po- 
pery, But are very diligent and induſtrious alſa to turn other Men 
from a ſinful to a righteous Courſe of Life, and uſe their utmoſt 
Endeavours to keep Proteſtants from turning to the abominable 
Popiſh Religion, and ſeek to draw all Papiſts from their Errors, 
that have any ſenſe of Piety and Goodneſs in them; Thoſe that 
are thus induſtrious to turn many others to Righteouſneſs at theſe 
two great Junctures of time; Theſe Perſons ſhall ſhine as the Stars 
for ever and ever; They are like to be highly honoured and ad- 
vanced above the former Perſons in the Church of God here, if 
they ſurvive and outlive either of theſe two Woes; And in the 
World to come they will be exalted to a far higher degree of 
Glory and Happineſs than the other righteous Men, and will 
exceed them much in Splendor and Glory, as the Stars exceed 
the Brightneſs of the Firmament: And this their Happineſs and 
Glory ſhall never end, but endure to all Eternity. And thoſe' 
that are very active and induſtrious in God's Cauſe at theſe two 
great Junctures of time, and are ready and willing to lay down 
their Lives for his ſake, if he ſhould call them to this high Act of 
Service, and do actually expoſe themſelves to death; Theſe. 
Men, tho they be not actually put to death, yet ale like to be. 
made Partakers of the firft Reſurrection; They ate like to riſe 
with the glorious Army of Martyrs, and with them to be com- 
pleatly Crowned with Eternal Bliſs and Happineis a 3 — | 
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and odd years before the ordinary Rank of righteous Men. And 


ſeeing theſe Rewards are here propounded to us for our great 
Encouragement at theſe two great Times of Trial, Let us fe- 
riouſly mind them, and by them be the more animated and 
encouraged to behave our ſelves like valiant Souldiers of the 
bleſſed Jeſus ; Let us reſolve to keep his ſacred Commands, and 
to ſuffer Death rather than to turn Papiſts. And Let us be as 


induſtrious as we can to turn others from Popery and all finful 


Courſes of Life; and to keep all Proteſtants from falling to Po- 


pery, or to any other ſinful Courſes Our Reward we fee will 


be according to our Work. If we are truly wiſe and righteous, 
and remain firm in the Proteſtant Religion and a righteous Courſe 
of Life till Death, we ſhall certainly be Eternally Happy, and 
Shine like the Brightneſs of the Firmament- And if we ate 


not only rightecus our ſelves, but are very induſtrious alſo to 
make others ſo, and to keep them. from Popery and all other 
Wickedneſs, we ſhall then obtain a far higher Degree of Eternal 
Glory and Happineſs, and Shine like the Stars for ever and ever. 
And ſeeing ſuch a glorious Reward as this is ſet before us, Let us

preſerved till now, when they are like to be fo exceedingly uſeful 
to the Church of God: And by this Command alſo we are to 
underſtand, that it was God's bleſſed will that theſe things ſhould 


remain in a ſealed manner, and not be clearly known till the time 


was come when they were to be unſealed and made known to 


his Church and faithful Servants, as now they are. jt was not 


very uſeful to former Ages to know theſe things that are to come 
to paſs in our Age and hereafter, and therefore they were not 


clearly revealed and made known to them, But now it is high 
time 
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time that theſe Sacred Oracles of God ſhould be opened for the 
Benefit and Inſtruction of his Church and faithful Servants; Be- 
' cauſe the great and wonderful Things that are here Predicted, are 
now nigh at hand. And accordingly by the good Providence of 
God we may ſee that they are clearly laid open to us, and to all 
Men that will not be wilfully blind, that they may take care 


that they periſh'not in the Dreadful Times that are coming. And 


the Light of theſe Sacred Oracles breaking forth on: a ſudden is 
the more likely to awaken us out of our Carnal Security and Stu- 
pidity, and to have the greater Influence upon us, for the Refor- 
mation of our ſinful Lives, and for the quickening of our Care 
and Diligence, when we ſee our ſelves in ſo great Danger. And 


accordingly here the Angel tells Daniel, That many ſhall Ran to 


and fro in theſe times; that is, ſhall be very diligent and careful 
to know theſe Ocacles of God, and ſhall mind his Sacred Word, 
and take great Care to ſave themſelves: And that the knowledge 
of theſe Sacred Oracles, and of the reſt of God's Word and Man's

Governot of the Church of God, who appeared upon or over 
the Water of the River, when in a Solemn Manner, holding up 
both his Hands to Heaven, as appealing to the Eternal God for 
the Truth of what he ſaid, He Sware, That it ſhould be for a 


Time, Times, and an Half; That is, That this Time of Trou- - 


ble and of Popery ſhould endure three years and an half. Times 
fignifie years here in this place, as we may ſee by Das. 4. 23. 
concerning Nebucbadaex. ars Dream and Viſion : And let bis Por- 
tion be (faith the Watcher) with. the beaſts of the field, till ſeven 
times paſs over bim: That is, till ſeven years paſs over him. And 
faith Daniel to Nebuchadneztar the King, ver. 32. in his interpre- 
tation of the King's Dream and Viſion 5 And they ſhall drive thee 
from men, and thy dwelling ſhall be with the Beaſts of the field: they 
ſhall make thee to eat graſs as oxen, and ſeven times ſhall paſs over 


thee, untill tho know that the moſt Higb ruleth in the King dom of 


Men —— , Seven times, that is, ſeven years were to paſs over 
him while he remained in this Condition. And Dax. 11. 13. in 
the margent it is, Times of Tears, And the time, times, and an 
half, in this place, ſignifie che three years and an half wherein 
Popery is to prevail over the Prateſtant Church, and wherein the 
Papiſts are like to Rule over all the Proteſtant Kingdoms again, 
and when Michael. is to ſtand up and fight the great Battle with 
the Dragon. And this may be farther confirmed by what the 
Angel ſaith concerning the proud and blaſphemous Horn, which 
ſhould rife up among the ten Kings of the Rowen Empire, —

certainly ſignifies the wicked Popes and Popiſſi Empire, which is 
extended over three tenth parts of the Roman Empire, as the Horn 
is ſaid to have Dominion aver three of the ten Kings, Dan. 9. 25. 
And be ſhall ſpeak (ſaith the Angel, that is, the blaſphemous 
Horn ſhall ſpeak ) great words againſt the moſt High, and think to 
change Times and Laws; and they ſhall be given into his hand until « 
time, and times, and the dividing of: time. By what the Angel 
faith in this Verſe, and the Verſe before it, we may ſee that by 
this blaſphemous Horn is meant the Popiſh Empire, the wicked 
| Popes and their finful Miniſters and Aſſiſtants, as I have ſhewed 
fore. And this Horn is to have Power to change Times and 
aws, that is, to Rule according to his pleaſure, and todamineer 
or a time, times, and the dividing of time. And hereby is 
.neant, that the Popes and Papiſts ſhall have Power over the 
Proteſt ant Church, the true Church of Chriſt, for three years and 
an half; theſe three times, and the dividing of ume, Ggnifying 
three years and an half, And by three years and an half, we are 
to underſtand three common and Solar Years and an half, and 
not ſo many Prophetick Years, which ſfignifie a far greater num- 
ber of years: For I have ſhewed that Opinion to be falſe in my 
firſt Letter, upon Rev. xi. And here all the faithful Servants of 
God, and all good Proteſtants are aſſured by this ſolemn Oath of 
the Son of God (if I miſtake not the Perſon) ſwearing by his 
Father the Eternal and True God; here, I ſay, they are aſſured, 
That this dark Time of Popery that is now at hand ſhall endure 
but three years and an half. By this Oath we are aſſured that 
Popery ſhall certainly prevail over the Proteſtant Church for a- 
bout three years and an half: And by this Oath alſo we are aſ · 
| fured that Popery ſhall prevail no longer over the Proteſtant 
Church than three years and an half. And this will be an ex- 
ceeding great Comfort to all God's faithful Servants, to know and 
to be ſo well aſſured beforehand, that their great Time of Tryal 
and Patience will not be long, but that Joy and Gladneſs will ſoon 
be reſtored to them again. This will be a very great Support to 
us in the midſt of our Sorrows and Sufferings, to know that the 
time of our Redemption will come at the end of three years and 
an half, and that then we ſhall be certainly delivered from the 
Popiſh Yoke and Tyranny.

For now, and hereafter, muſt 
all good Chriſtians expect a ſharp Tryal. But wicked Men will 
not regard any warnings of the Dreadful Judgments of God be- 
ing now at hand, and will not be admoniſhed to reform and a- 
mend their Lives, but will ſtill perſiſt on in doing wickedly. 
Such is their perverſe temper, that no Warnings of God, and no 
offers and overtures of Mercy and Kindneſs will work upon them, 
but after all they will ſtill do wickedly and grow worſe and worſe. 
And as a juſt Judgment of God upon them, becauſe they will not 
repent and amend, They ſhall not clearlv underſtand theſe 
Dreadful Judgments of God beforehand, or ſhall not believe *

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but after all the warning that is 3 of them, they ſhall ſtill be 
ſurprized. with them, and our Lord will come upon them in 
Judgment as a Thief, Rev. 3. 3. But the Wiſe and Righteous 
{hall - underſtand theſe Oracles of God, and the Dreadful Judg- 
ments that are coming upon Sinners, and will take warning by 
them, and take a due care to ſave themſelves that they may not

bleſſed and happy will ne Church of Chriſt then be here upon 


Earth, when the Lord Gvd omnipotent Reigneth, and the King- 
doms of this World are become the Kingdoms of our Cord. 


Here in this Chapter of the Revelation of St. Fob», we ſee what 


a bleſſed and happy time it is like to be when this Marriage-Sup- 
er of the Lamb cometh, and that thoſe are like to be bleſſed and 
appy Men that ſnal! live to ſee that day. In the time of theſe 


1335 days, the Papiſts, the Popes, and Popiſh Kings, and ſuch 


as join with them, will be raiſing War againſt the Proteſtant 
Church, and going about to deſtroy it again, according to St. 
Foby's Viſion; Rev. 19. 19. And 1 ſaw ( ſaith St. Fobn) the Beaſt 
and the Kings of the earth, and their Armies gathered together to 
male war againſt bim that ſat on the horſe, and againſt his Army. 


| By the Beaſt and Kings of the Earth and their Armies; we are to 


underſtand the Popes and Popiſh Clergy, and Popiſh Kings and 
Princes, and all ſuch as ſhall then join with them. And theſe will 


make War againſt him that ſat on the white Horſe, and againſt his 


Army: That is, againſt our bleſſed Saviour, and againſt his 
Church and faithful Servants. And then the Beaſt and falſe 
Prophet, the perſecuting Popes and Popiſh Emperors and Kings 
will be caſt alive into the Lake of Fire and Brimſton, as it here 
Tolloweth, ver. 20. And the reſt of that vaſt and prodigious Army 
that will then be gathered together, will be all deſtroyed; ver. 21, 
And the remnant (faith St. Fobn) were ſlain with the ſword of bim 


that ſat upon the borſe, which ſword proceeded out of bis mouth: And 


all the fowls were filled with their fleſh. This Slaughter is like to 
be the greateſt that ever was known fince the Creation of the 


Warld ;

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World; and therefore it is called the Supper of the Great God, 
ver, 12, 10 Which all the ravenous Fowls of Heaven are called. 
And when this prodigious number of L Sinners are Cut off, 
and this vaſt number of the Enemies of Chriſt's Church, and of 
Mankind are deſtroyed, then will come a bleſſed and happy time. 
And this is the time where this number of 1335 days in Daniel 

| endeth. And bleſſed is that Man that ſhall then riſe at the firſt 
Reſurrection at Fg end of theſe days; (for this Verſe may have 
ſome reſpect to the firſt Reſurrection at this time.) And bleſſed 
alſo is he that with Faith, and Patience, and Perſeverance ſhall 
weather out theſe 1335 days of tryal: For he ſhall then ſee an end 
of the Popiſh Empite, and of all Popiſh Perſecutions; He*ſhall 
then live to ſee, the time when Satan ſhall be bound a thouſand 
ears, and there ſhall be no wicked Emperor, King, nor Prince 
left to en tha Ghorgh. of Chriſt, and to diſturb the bleſſed 
Peace thereof; And he ſhall then live to'ſee the time when all the 
great Sinners. and wicked Wretches that troubled and vexed theic 
righteous Neighbours ſhall be deſtroyed in theſe parts of the World, 
and when the Government of the Church ſhall be put into the 
hands of righteous and worthy Perſons, and when a Door ſhall be 
opened for the great Enlargement of the Church which no Man 
can ſhut; Rev. 3. 8. But all the eminent Servants of God muſt 
ſill expect to be tryed ſome way or other in a high manner, not- 
withſtanding this bleſſed Time, | 1

But go thou thy way, and be not ſolicitous about theſe things

And the 
third is this Revelation of Truth; Dan xi, and xii. Chapters. 
And the Predictions of all theſe three 2 ſeem to me to end N 
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Te fecond Letter of Warning 
the beginning of the Millenninm, except Tame finall touches, fuck 
as. das like Stars for ever and ever, which ſogm ta reſpect - 
the Life to come. The farther Revelation of the things that are 
to come to paſs here iti this World, and of the general Refurre- 
Rion and laſt Judgment, and of the glorious State in the World to 
come, is referved for the time of the Gofpel ; and theſe things are 
revealed to us by our bleſſed Saviour and his Apoſtles. oo 
And here I. think it wilf not be amiſs. to add a few Lines con- 
2 things that are Predicted to come to paſs in this Worl4 
after the great Enlargement of the Chriſtian Church over tt 
ſour rout Monarchies, which is here foretold in the Book ot 
Daniel, as I have ſhewed, And ſoon after the third Wo, fo far 
as I fes, God will fend that Fire on Magog which he Rath de 
nounced by the Prophet Ezekiel, Ex. 39. 6. This wilt be, as 
foppoſe, fome dreadful Judgment upon thoſe, Tartars, that have 
invaded the Kingdom of Ch¹a⁴. And let chem be hereby fore 
warned of this great Judgment of God that is coming upon them, 
that they may repent and fave themſelves. And laſtly at the 
end of the World there is like to be another, and the laſt and 
moſt Dreadful Jadgmene of God upon wicked and unrighteous 
Men; and 1 would willingly do all that I well can to warn and 
advertiſe all men of it, that ſhall be then living, chat they may 
take a due care to ſave themſelves, that they may not then Drer 4 
therein. And that it ſeems probable to me that this laſt Dreadful 
Judgment will come about the year of our Lord 3000 I have 
thewed in my firſt Letter. And this may be farther confirmed 
by the Revelation of St. John, becauſa.rhs, Devil is to be looſed 
but a little Seaſon after the thouſand years are ended. The third 
Dreadful Wo is like to be executed about the year 1826. And then 
all the Antichriſtian Powers and Dominions within the four great 
Monarchies are like to be deſtroyed; and thereby a wide Door 
will be opened for the Enlargement of the Chriſtian Church: And 
then the Millennium, and thouſand years wherein Satan is to be 
bound and reſtrained, will begin.

here we ſee that theſe two Dreadful Woes are not only foretold 
by Se. Fobn, but alſo by the great Prophet Daniel; That Popery 


is like to prevail far three years and an half; That Michael ſhall 
ſtand up for the Servants and People of God againſt the Dragon; 
and that there ſhall be a Time of Trouble ſuch as never was ſince 


there was a Nation upon the Earth. And the third Dreadful Wo 


is fotetold alſo by many of the other Prophets, as you may ſee in

And now to conclude, Seeing we are ſo fully aſſured by theſe 


two great Prophets and eminent Servants of God, That Popery 
ſhall prevail over the Chriſtian and Proteſtant Church; Let us 
be fully convinced of it, and uſe our utmoſt endeavours to pre- 
pare our ſelves againſt ſuch a dark Time of Tryal, that we may 
not be ſurprized with it when it ſhall come. We fee that Al- 
mighty God hath taken great Care that all his faithful Servants

And we may be ſure that theſe are like to be very Great and 
Dreadful Times, becauſe they have been foretold ſo long before- 
hand, and by the two grand Prophets, who have molt of all 
foretold the Affairs of the Church of God. And let us all then 
take Warning by thele certain and intallible Oracles of Truth, 
and take care that we be not ſurprized in any ſinful and wicked 
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Collie of life Let ul reform and amend ur finfl Lives, and 


put on the whole Armor of God, and call upon him for his 

bieffed Affiſtance: And then by his bleſſed Help let us refolve to 

die at the Stake before we will turn Papifts, and break the Sacred 
Commandments of Almighty God in ſuch a notorious way as 


they do. Let us ſer theſe two great Examples of Piety and my 


Conftancy before us, and let us endeavour to follow - hay; rhe 
theſe two great and beloved Saints Daniel and. St. John. They 
ſpent their time in a pious Cour ie of life, and at God's Call were 
both ready to undergo Martyrdom, and to die for his Cauſe: 

And let us endeavour to imitate them; Here we have the moſt 
pteſſing Arguments that. can be, to repent and amend our finful 
Lie and to carry our ſelves like valiant Souldiers of Ehriſt t 
Captain of our Salvation in theſe three years and an half of Po. 
| pery that are at hand. For if we perfiſt on in our Wickedneſs, 
and tutn to the Popiſh Religion, as all wicked Wretches are like 
to do; Then we muſt expect to be deſtroyed in the ſecond 
Dreadful Wo that is at hand, and will certainly follow the three 
years and an half of Popery ; and then we muſt alſo bid Farewel 
to all the Joys and Happineſs of another World. But if we re; 
pent of our wickedneſs, and reform and amend our finful Lives; 

and if we carry our ſelves like faithful Servants of God in this time 

of Popery, and will rather die than depart from his Sacred Word, 
and the Proteſtant Religion; Then are we like to be preſerved in 
this time of Danger, and to ſee a glorious and happy Time after 
this Dreadful Wo is ended, if we live fo long; and to be made 
Eternally Happy in the next World after we dye and leave this. 

And if we dye Martyrs in God's Cauſe, then we ſhall dye glo- 

riouſly, and go to Heaven and eternal Happineſs; And we are 
like co riſe again at the firſt Reſurrection that is not very far off, 

with all the glorious and renowned Martyrs, and to be made com- 
pleatly and eternally Happy à thouſand and odd years before the 

reſt of the righteous part of Mankind, and to be exalted to a 

higher Degree of Glory and Happineſs than other Men are ta 
be. And theſe ſure are the moſt powerful Arguments that can 

be, and will work upon all ingenuous Perſons that have any fear 
of God, and any ſenſe of Good and Evil left in them. But if 
theſe Arguments will not prevail with Men, if theſe Threatnings 
and Rewards will not move them, I know not what will. If 

Men have caſt off all Care of theic immortal Souls, and have no 
due regard to the Safety of their Lives, and to their eternal 
Happineſs; and if they will not be moved with the Threats of 
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everlaſting Torments, there is no perſuading of ſuch Mey, but 
they are like to be deſtroyed by the Dreadful Judgment; of God 
now and hereafter, and to periſn in the World 0 come. If they 
are thus. reſolved to be vvricked againſt all the kind Invitations 


and Calls of Mercy; they may go on and be wicked ſtill, 
(Kev. 22.11.) ap4 muſt be left to ſee their Folly and Madneſs 
when it will bz too late to cure it, and when they are like to 
bewail it in Infernal Darkneſs and Miſery. But as for thofe chat 
have the true Fear of God in them, and are heartily concerned for 
their Safety here, and eſpecially for the eternal Salvation of their 
Souls; I earneſtly requeſt that they would now. ſeriouſly mind 


theſe ſacred Oracles of God, and take all the care that they can 


prepare themſelves againſt this dark Time of Popery, That 
they may not then be driven by the great Threatnings of ſinful 
Men to turn to the Popiſh- Religion, and periſh in this Dread- 
ful Wo that is at hand. And that we may be preſerved from 
Popery and from Deſtruction at this Great and Terrible Day, 
God of his infinite Mercy, Protect, Aſſiſt, and Help us by his, 


Omnipotent Power for his Dear Son Chriſt Jeſus s ſake. Amen. 
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
